And we
have perfect faith in Judge Kenesaw
Méuntatn Landis' falrness and abllity in
Cetormining it. The judge's remark in
tha ocourt room that he would regard any
blow at “the thing called base ball as a
blow at mn American Institution.” ought
to be sufficlent assurance that he will
see that the game gets a nguare deal. No
one who Is up on the bape ball situation
will deny, surely, that there has been
something wrong all along, but whether
that wromg can be construed as & monop-
oly may -be doubtful. Nevertholess, It
secmn eguelly doubtful whather Organ-
ized Base Ball could wholly divest itself
of the suspicion that it employs certain
monopolistic teadencies and methods and
might becoms & monopoly If [t coutd. It
is not improbable that this ceurt alring
will serve to olear things up somewhat
and possibly lead to & general correction
of the situation. Of course,
Federals most want is admis-
klon to the ranks of Organized Base Ball,
Just as the othar “sutlaw” organization,
the American league, sought and obldined
n dozen years Ago.
